Further Large Shipments 
as Congestion Continues

WINNIPEG, Oct. 9—More than 
70,000,000 bushels of grain had been 
piled into country elevators today on 
Canadian Pacific and Canadian Na- 
tional Railways. Aided by continuation 
of the car rationing sytsem in force 
since the beginning of October, storage 


had made another one-day jump of 2,- 
000,000 bushels to a total of 70,669,000 
bushels, 

Through the pressure of the car em- 
bargo on shipments to the head of the 
lakes sliowed in reduced loadings and 
marketings reported today, lakehvad 


|storage once more recorded a_ slight 


rise, Despite the largest forward move- 
ment of grain from the lakehead tn 
some months, when 1,880,000 bushels 
were moved out of the lakehead yes- 
terday, storage in Port Arthur and Ft 
William elevators adyanced 80,000 
bushels to 73,121,000 bushels, 

‘Total marketings of Canadian Na- 
tional and adian Pacific points 
were 3,272,000 bushels compared to 3,- 
359,000 bushels the day before, while 
aggregate loadings dropped to 109 cars 
from 1,081 cars.

You are very wise in insisting (hat 
your children should) have as much 
education as you can possibly give them 
and in seeing that they are trained for some specific Job, because that 
will affect their carning power as long as they live, 


You have a vivid illustration of this in the fact thet your young daughter 
who has a trade at her fingers’ ends, was able at once to get a good situation 
and that her education enables her to make as much at 18 as her father 
éarns at middie age, Also, the girl will go on progressing and making more 
while he has reached his limit 


The first question that girls and boys are asked when they start out 
to hunt for work is how much education they have had, and so parents 
should, if they possible can, put their children through high school and 
then, at any sacrifice, have them taught some trade by which they can 
make a living. 


I think that technical education comes nearer to solving the finaneia! and 
moral problems of our day than any other one thing. It ts, to begin with, 
the road to success, becurse in this day when efficiency is our god there 
is no room for any bul experts, No employer wants to bother with bungling 
amateurs, Nobody has the time or patience to deal with those who turn 
out faulty and ill-done work, The untrained find it diffieull to get even a 
chance to work and always have to take the most menial Jobs 


And the fat pay envelopes go to the trained and skillful. They invart- 
ably command the high wages, They are the ones who are never laid off 
in slack times, And so it becomes increasingly important, as competition 
grows closer, for young people to be fitted for their life work, 


One of the great problems of our day 16 the delinquent young, the boys 
and girls who will not work and who drift from job Ww job, staying only a 
few weeks at any place The reason for this is that they are unskilled 
workers who hate the tasks they do so badiy, who have no pride of crafts- 
manship and who have never found the joy that comes In turning out good 
work 


They never give satisfaction to their employers, hence their working 
days are made unpleasant by fault-finding and so they grow discouraged 
and quit, ‘They are always trying to find some new job, some employment 
that their unskilled hands and untrained minds can perform, 


Police records show that most of our criminals are boys and that every 
year more and more young girls set their feet upon the path that leads to 
hell, The lack of technical training In gaintul occupations does more than 
anything else to account for this sad state of affairs, These boys ang girls 
crave pleasure and good clothes, the things that you have to have money to 
buy, They have not the skill to earn enough to supply their wants, and so 
they steal it or get it by other nefarious means, 


So, if T could urge one thing more than any other on parents, it is 
to have their children taught some way to make o@ living, Give them a 
good trade and you have given them « weapon with which to fight the 
world and take what they want from it, Give them that and you will 
have done more than anything else to make them useful, law-abiding 
citizens, 


As for how much money your daughter should give out of her salary, 
that depends upon the girl's generosity, If she pays you for board the usual 
price in your community, she has dealt fairly with you and given all that 
you have a right to demand, but she must be a very selfish girl if she spends 
the balance of her earnings on herself when the family is in such need, 


I should think her sympathy for her poor, hard-worked father would 
prompt her to put her young shoulder under the family load and help 
him bear it. You have to teach children to give and to be unselfish and 
to consider their parents, so | would certainly advise you to impress upon 
yours that it is their duty and their privilege to and you back for the 
years of sacrifice you have made for them, ROTHY DIX, 


DEAR MISS DIX-—-I note that you are very much opposed to early mar- 
riages, especially so when the parties have very limited means to start with 
My wife and I are celebrating our forty-third anniversary today.

First mayor of this city, K. |
